tenant Hans Gericke, pilot of the' 
Berlin 11, was lost to the world for I 
the third time Saturday night, after 
all the other entries in the race had 
been heard from a telegram was sent 
by the Aero club of Kansas City to 
Fred C. Ainsworth, adjutant general 
of the United States army, 
asking 
lhat all life-saving stations, signal 
corps and others in government ser-l 
vice be requested to look for the 
German balloon and to give assis-, 
tance to its occupants when found. | 


Shortly after this telegram was 
sent a message was received 
from 


Lieutenant Gericke, 
telling of bis 


landing at Ladysmith, Wis., Satur- 
day morning. He had traveled 4G8 
miles. 
Gericke and his aid, F. O. 


Dunker, who came 
from Germany 


with the pilot, landed in a wilderness 
uninjured, but were unable to reach 
a telegraph station before midnight. 
Lieutenant Gericke was also given 


tip as lost last year in the interna- 
tional race which started from St. 
Louis. 
Tn the German balloon Dus- 


seldof II he was in the air 42 hours, 
traveling j.100 miles and landing in 
the wilderness of Canada, from which 
he and his aid emerged four day la- 
ter after a thrilling adventure and 
narrow escapes from starvation. Ge- 
ricke's second time for being given 
up for lost was last summer when he 
went up from Berlin in the German 
in the German elimination race. He 
drifted out over the North Sea. He 
was sighted in England, 
but 
was 


again lost from view over the North • 
Sea. 
He finally landed in France. 


The nearest rival of the German 


balloon in this year's race was the 
Buckeye, 
piloted 
by 
Lieutenant 
Frank Lahm of the United States ar- 
my. It landed near LaCrosse, Wis., 
370 miles from Kansas City. 
Lieu- 


tenant Lahm and his aid, J. H. Wade, 
landed in a swamp suffering greatly 
from the cold, having encountered a 
severe storm after having passed over 
Chicago, and dritted out over Lake 
Michigan.

completely changed 


their'course. They tried to rise above 
this, but succeeded only in finding a 
current which carried them west- 
ward. 


They were both worn 
out with 
their nine hour vigil and it was de- 
cided that they land.

T. Atherholt, pilot of the Pennsyl- 
vania, returned to Kansas City last 
night. 
He says that when they de-

Turko-Italian War 


Reaches Wash- 


iogton 


TROOPS HAVE 
LANDED 


Much Damage Was Done City by 


Bombardment and but 


Few Casualties. 


Washington, Oct. 9.—The first di- 
rect news of the Turko-Italian war 
since the bombardment of Tripoli be- 
gan, reached the state department 
today. 
American Consul, John Q. 


Wood reported that the bombard- 
ment lasted three days 
beginning 
October 3 resulting in much dam- 
age. 
He stated that there was much 


looting during the tiring. Vice-Ad- 
miral Bora Ricci landed Oct. 7 and 
installed himself as provincial gov- 
ernor, said Wood. 


Constantinople, Oct. 9 —The Tur- 


kish government is renewing its ef- 
forts for peace. 
Despairing of se- 


curing intervention by any of the 
great powers the Sultan's advisors 
are 
endeavoring to arrange some 


terms by which Italy's claims may be 
satisfied while saving the sultan's 
face in the Mohammedan work. The 
people remain absolutely 
apathetic 


except for a small section 
of the 


young Turk party who continue to 
urge war, but have thus far met with, 
little encouragement. 


Rome, Oct. 9.—King Victor ar- 


rived in Rome today from Pisa and 
immediately took a special train for 
Naples where he will review the mil- 
itary expedition for Tripoli. 
An of- 


ficial despatch from 
Constantinople 


says that the entire Turkish fleet is 
in the Bosphorus. 
They have the 


furnaces diaw and that it is evident- 
ly the intention of the government 
not to attempt to use the ships. 


London, Oct. 9.—The.- number of 


casualties in the great war bet-ween 
Italy and Turkey has resolved itself 
today to the accidental killing of two 
men and a woman during the furi- 
ous bombardment of Tripoli. 
Dur- 


ing the first days of the war, every 
capital in Europe teemed with cir- 
cumstantial reports of fierce fight- 
ing by land and sea, but now that 
the cable between Tripoli and Malta 
has been re-opened these 
reports 


have been shown to be considerably 
exaggerated and in some instances 
manufactured out of whole 
cloth. 


The usual report reached here today 
of Turkish torpedo boats being sunk 
in the Adriatic with the variation of 
a sensational rumor that the Turks 
had sunk an Austrian ship. Little 
credence is placed here in either re- 
port. 
Despatches from Malta state 


thai fishermen arrived there from. 
Tripoli today and say the town was 
piaetically unharmed by the bom- 
bardment and that the Italian gtm- 
nors fired so wildly that most off 
Iheir shots passed over the forts and 
buried themselves harmlessly in the 
sand The same witnesses assert that 
tb only casualties were three people 
killed while, watching the bombard- 
ment. 
The fishermen said that the 


only Turks who had any desire to 
fmht were a few artillerymen who 
had nevor tired the ancient guns in 
the fort and wanted to do so out oi!

Easy Divorce or Difficult /vlarrlage. 


HE marital troubles of a certain well known writer sncl suci.alist have 
been aired and discussed in the papers recent'y quite vndeiy. A> 
'bo-igh pome decry such publicity for affairs of luis kind, s. thorntigh 
'lipcup'j'on and threshing out of the subject of marriage nnd dlvoica 


uiay nof at present be harmful. 
The more the masses of people can be 


brought to tr.ink upon these subjects and to think upon them deeply, the 
better. For at prenent, they need serious thought, if order is to be brought 
out of chaos. 


For that the great matter of marriage and divorce Is In rather a 


chaotic condition no one will deny. 
There is every shade of opinion In 


regard to it, from that of. Bernard Shaw and his followers, who seem 
to believe that a person who wants a divorce should have it for the asking 
without giving any reasons, to those who do not believe in divorce at all. 
Though every one has a right to his opinion, perhaps hy much discussion, 
some just and wise fita-adard which will be accepted by all will eventually 
bo evolved. 


Discussion will, at any rate, arouse the great mass of people who 


as a rule complacently accept conventional views and rarely think below 
the surface. 
For there always comes a time when it is necessary for 


the unconventional to have a hearing. 
It is the unconventional that has 


always brought about retorms, and so these unconventional views of mar- 
riage that are being brought forward should at least be given a hearing, 
and perhaps from them a better adjustment of the marriage and divorce 
question will be forthcoming. 


The wife of the man who is suing for divorce has given to the public 


her opinions of marriage. 
To the conventional, they may seem startling, 


though to those acquainted with the writings of G. Bernard Shaw, they 
have a familiar ring. 
Like Shaw, she thinks divorce should be granted 


for the asking. 
And she says furthermore that woman often binds herself 


to man because of economic conditions. 


Although, as has been said, every one has a right to his opinion, many 


will take exceptions to these statements. 
The woman who -will marry a 


man for economic reasons, or in other words, for money, a living, or a 
home, surely deserves all she gets. If we regard marriage as it should 
bo regarded, or it is not what it professes to be, there is only one reason 
for entering into it. 
If a woman enters it as a matter of business, she 


should carry it through in that spirit; and if she has made a bad bargain 
she should not try to squirm out of payment. 


As to making divorce easier, would it not be bettor for the community, 


to make marriage more difficult? 
Marriage is, or ought to be, a serious 


matter, not on a par with taking a position, which, if it is not liked, can 
be thrown over. If marriage is to be placed on this light and trivial basis, 
surely conditions will grow worse instead of better. 


The one seeking a divorce says of course it is nobody's business but 


his own, and that he should not be compelled to tell the public his reasons 
for desiring it. If every one lived to himself, this sort of reasoning might 
hold good. 
But more and more are wo living the community life; more 


and \nore must we consider the common good rather than the individual 
preference. 
And in the present state of society, the loose, easy marriage 


surely is not for Iho common good. If we were in that far advanced state 
which it is prophesied by some we will come to, when the government cares 
for and brings up the children, as is done in a little colony on the Pacific 
coast, perhaps then divorce for the asking would work no harm. But in 
our present state of enlightenment, or unenlightcnment, it would seem at 
least to many of us to spell chaos. 


There are some specific reasons why a wife would not want to live 


with her husband or the husband with the wife. 
These are just. 
But If 


these were the only grounds upon which divorce could be secured, perhaps 
then people would go into marriage with that care which the seriousness 
of the step deserves. They would study each other more carefully, to see 
if real grounds for congeniality were there, to make snro ihe attraction 
they felt was not a mere surface attraction that would pais, but rather, 
was based on lasting qualities. 
They would look into ir.arriago and 


thoroughly understand the responsibilities they ivere taking upon them- 
selves. 
It would be no jumping off a precipice-, or a leap in the dark, 


as it is now jocularly called. 
But it would bf the as-burning of one ot 


the most serious responsibilities of life w'!I> .1 fu!l understanding of what 
one was doing. And if undertaken ;n tMj> spirit and with the feeling that 
would accompany it in such a oa^i1, ilia I'.lvorca question would soon settle 
Itself.

auove. JUaa He received Ills life 


from un earthly father, lie would 
have been a blemished, imperfect, sin- 
ful man, and as such could not have 
paid the ransom-price for another. 
Per this cause One was chosen to be 
tbe Redeemer who was "holy, harm- 
less, uudofiled and separate from sin- 
ners." 
And all this because of Ills 


miraculous conception. 


As in the type (be blood of tbe bul- 


lock was used to make a typical atone- 
ment for a year, so in the antitype 
the blood of Jesus Is efficacious to 
make atonement for tbe sins of the 
whole world. 
In tbe type an earthly 


priest offered the blood, In an earthly 
tabernacle; in the antitype, He who 
became tbe Sin-Offering, begotten of 
tbe Holy Spirit, at the time of His 
consecration, was therefore recognized 
as the great Antitypical High Priest.

power to put down sin and to uplift 
humanity and perform the function of 
instructing and blessing mankind.

His footstool glorious—"He formed it 
not In vain, He formed' it to be in- 
habited."—Isaiah Ix, 13; Ixvi, 1; xlv, 18. 


As the earthly Eden it will be inhab- 


ited by Its master, man; the restored 
earth would be naught without its 
master restored. And this Is the Di- 
vine provision, that as by man came 
death, sin, sorrow, pain, trouble, by a 
man also shall come the resurrection 
of the dead, the uplifting of Adam's 
race, mentally, morally, physically, to 
human perfection, happiness and ever- 
lasting life. Earth's blessings will be 
for all except two classes: (1) Those 
who love sin and hate righteousness, 
after having been brought to a full 
knowledge of both good and evil, will 
have no further Divine favor, but will 
die the Second Death.
